The big auxiliary cruiser St. Louis 


with 002 Spanish prisoners, arrived ID 
the Portsmouth harbor at exactly 8.30 
Sunday morning and a few minute* after 
dropped anchor just above Fishing 
island. 


The big liner left Gaautanamo at six 


o'clock, Tuesday 
afternoon, July 5th 


and did not make a stop until she 
dropped anchor in Portsmouth harbor- 


Including prisoners there were just 


101)6 souls on board the boat on her 
journey north and out of this number : 
are ninety-one sick and wounded Span- 
iards under the doctor's care. 


Admiral Gervora is confined to his 


cabin having been quite ill for tho past 
three days although up and dressed 
Sunday morning. 


Captain Eulate, who was commander 


of the ill-fated Viscaya, is also on board 
and quite ill having been wounded in 
tie head during the battle at Santiago. 


BOARDED BY HEALTH 
OFFICERS. 


At 9:15 o'clock, 
the tug 
A. W. 


Chesterton came alongside and Health 
Officer F. W. Towle hoarded the St 
Louis. He made a thorough examina. 
tion of the vessel,visited all the sick and 
found that most of the sickness was due 
to wounds received during the battle or 
from exposure. There was no evidence 
of any yellow fever or other contagious 
diseases and the people in the vicinity 
of where the prisoners are to be confined 
need feel no alarm about any pestilence 
breaking out. 


AH the Spanish commissioned offi- 


cers were on parole and bad the free- 
dom of the ship with one exception and 
he was tbe goveinor of Santiago do 
Cuba who was trying to escape from the 
city on Admiral Cervera's flag ship when 
she was destroyed on that memorable 
morning, [July 3rd. He refused 
to 


sign the parole papers and was conse- 
quently confined in one of the cabins 
and placed under guard. The rest of 
the 6931 prisoners were confined between 
decks and close guarded.

I'MSONEKS BELOW DECKS. 


While Dr Towle was calling -jn tbe 


admiral and getting bis facts regarding 
the Jiealth of tbe men on tbe thip, tbe 
people in boats and on tbe tug were 
amusing themselves by trying to talk 
witb tbe prisoners on the lower decks of 
;he ship, many' of whom thrust tbeir 
leads out of the ports to look in astou- 
shrneiit at the. animated boatloads of 
''Americanos" who swarmed around the 
St. Louis. Each of tbe lower ports on 
she starboard side of the ship aft of the 
gangway held a Spanish bead. 


Pale and plainly wanting tbe stamina 


,hat good food gives men, these prison- 
ers were a strange looking lot of seamen 
;o tbe eyes of New Englandeis, ac 
customed to associate brawn and tan 
with men of the sea. 


Tbe Spaniards seemed to bo mostly 


very young men, whose thin cheeks 
were yet bearing the fuzzy beard of 
aeoleecence. 
They gazed with wide- 


open eyes and quick Latin perception 
at the scone before them, but they did 
not seem greatly animated by it 
There 


was a stolid indifference in tbeir couuteu- 
ances which seemed to indicate they 
bad discounted tbe worst tbe Yankees 
might do them, and were waiting for it. 


One young man thrust bis head out 


of a port and asked for cigarettes. 
He 


was baudel one. He smiled. 
After all, 


what was better worth a smile? 


Others followed his example. A man 


with a camera took a snap shot at them, 
and they drew their heads into their 
ports like so many snapping turtles re 
treating inside tbeir shells. When they 
next appeared at tbe ports thej pro 
tected their features With their bands, 
or caps. It was evident they did not 
understand the use of the camera. 


One Spanish youth asked, ,by means 


of signs and some bad French, what 
country he was looking at. He wa* told 
it was New Hampshire.

ALL WERE SAVED.- 


Atlantic City. N. J.. July 10.—The 


Barnevat, N. J.. life-saving station re- 
ports that the Clyde steamer Dela- 
ware, from New York for Charleston 
and Jacksonville, was abandoned off 
Barnegat at 10.30 o'clock Friday nlfht, 
the steamer at the time being on fire.

arnulo on "The Bumblibfo" lor St. 
Kkliolas. Mr. Btaudi.sh >aj H : The work 
of tiie bumblebee iu brin^iiig about the 
cro s fertilization of flowers is as im- 
purtaut as that of the honeybee, and 
these two stand at the head of the list 
of insects useful in thih respect. Each 
has its flowers which it alone visits, 
hut there tire many flowura on neutral 
grovaid/ visited by both. So we may 
say of the bumblebee, as of tbe honey- 
bee, 
the more bumblebees tbe more 


seeds the more seeds, the more flowers 
—eternally wild flowers, as tbe tall 
belltiower, touch me not, Solomou'sfceal, 
gantian, Datehmeii's breeches and tur- 
tle head. But protiably the taoet impor- 
tanfc work this insect does for agricul- 
ture is -upon tbe fields of red clover. 
There is abundant proof that this plant 
\viU not produce seed without the co- 
operation of the bumblebea. It is im- 
possible for the wind to bring about the 
fertilization of the seed, as it may do 
iu the case of Indian corn, grain and 
some forest trees. The tube of red clo- 
Xer blossoms, too, is so long that other 
Insects (including the honeybee) are 
not regular visitants. 


Here is proof that this plant must 


have visits from the bumblebee. This 
kieect is not a native of Australia, and 
red clover failed to produce seed there 
until bumblebees were imported. As 
BOOU as they became numerous the plant 
•ould be depended upon, for 
seed. 


Again, the blossoms of the firsts crop of 
the Medium Red clover of our own

country are just as perfect as those of 
the second crop, but there are too few 
bumblebees 'in the field, so early in the 
season, to produce fertilization, hence 
little or no seed in this crop. If bumble- 
bees were sufficiently numerous, there 
is no reason why much larger yields of 
clover seed might not be expected than 
at present. 


Here ia what a well informed fanner 
•ays about it: 
• "It was formerly thought that the 
•world reste* on the shoulders of Atlas. 
I can prove that its prosperity rests on 
tha bumblebee. The world cannot pros- 
J«r.without the farmers' product. The 
-farm will not be productive without 
clover. We cannot raise clover without 
•ed, and we cannot have clover seed 
without the bumblebeet. because it is 
this insect that carriea tbe pollen from 
flower to flower, eeeocing its develop- 
ment and continuance. Let us, learn to 
know and to protect our friends."

bombardment of Santiago has begun. 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—The bom- 


bardment of Santiago has begun, ver- 
bal information of which was obtained 
at the war department shortly before 
one o'clock aod almost immediately 
three bulletins were posted, the most 
important of which was from General 
Shatter, which announced that Gen. 
Toral had declined to surrender uncon- 
ditionally and that tbe bombardment 
was thereupon begun by the army and 
navy at about four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The fact that the bombard- 
ment was decided by Shifter to begin 
so late in tbe day created some com- 
ment, but no explanation was offered. 
Aniiety had been expressed by the war 
department officials aa to whether Gen- 
eral Shafter had a. sufficient force to 
prevent the evacuation of Santiago by 
the enemy, but tbe anxiety was allayed 
at" about 12:30 o'clock this morning by 
tbe receipt of the following despatch 
from General Shatter, which contained 
confirmation also of the earlier report 
of the beginning of the bombardment:
